WHAT confuses many people is 
why do people use alcohol bever­ 
age s to excess ? 
Well there are many reuses. 
Some of these people are suffering 
from severe mental disturbances 
which require the attention of a 
specialist in diseases of the nerv­ 
ous system, that la. a psychiatrist. 
But, according to Dr. Howard 
W. Haggard of Yale University, 
the majority of those who drink to 
excess are normal human beings 
whose condition can be controlled 
by sympathetic treatm ent. It is 
his opinion th at these persons 
should be treated by the physician. 
Feeling of Confidence 
The first part of the treatm ent 
is to establish the proper feeling 
of confidence between the patient 
and the doctor. The doctor cannot 
be pessimistic about the outlook. 
It must be his effort not only to 
build in the patient the desire to 
be cured, but also the belief that 
cure is possible, lf there is any 
lack of confidence, the patient will 
react badly to it. 
Persons who use alcoholic bever­ 
ages to execs* are called alcohol- 
ics. A true alcoholic, accordinc to 
Dr. Haggard, ran abstain from 
drinking for a time, but he can­ 
not be moderate in his drinking. 
Dr. Haggard therefore suggest* 
that, in determining a* to whether 
or not thc patient really is an al­ 
coholic, the patient limit himself 
to two drinks a day for a time. If 
he can do this, he is not really a 
true alcoholic. 
Mental Disturbance 
Alcoholism may occur as a re­ 


sult of certain mental disturb­ 
ances, one of which is known as a 
manic-depressive psychosis 
Per­ 
son* with this condition drink at 
intervals, with periods in between 
when they ab&tain. Steady and 
wild drinking is suggestive of a 
mental condition known as schizo­ 
phrenia. 
The great m ajority of drinkers, 
as mentioned abo\ e. are not of this 
type. They are person* who drink 
excessively because of trouble*, 
worries and problem* which they 
seem unable to solve or to meet 
in the proper manner. 
Arousing Fear 


In some cases a cure may he 
brought about by arousing a fear 
in the patient's mind by explain­ 
ing to him thc rapid deterioration 
which may occur, from thc abu** 
of alcohol. Sometimes enough re­ 
sentment may be aroused in his 
mind against his enslavement to 
alcohol that he will exert enough 
effort to break the habit. 
Once the desire to be free of the 
habit is great enough, some form 
of faith hcal.ng, according to Dr. 
Haggard, will help complete the 
treatm ent. The patient may re­ 
spond to a rational explanation of 
what the habit is doing to him. 
Sometime* by the adm inistra­ 
tion of certain drugs which pro­ 
duce sickness of the stomach and 
vomiting, an actual distaste for al­ 
coholic beverages may be aroused 
but this only lasts a *hort time. If 
possible, the services of a spe­ 
cialist in diseases of the nervous 
system should be secured and such 
organizations as Alcoholics Anon­ 
ymous have helped many casea.
